So there came many falle Ac- 
cuſations to be raiſed up agaift him 
by the ſeed of the Serpent, and the 
Enmity which he raiſed up in them, 
whole Head Chriſt came to bruzſe. 

But yet, notwithſtanding all rhis, 
many were they that believed on 
(and followed after) him, amongſt 
whom hedeclared the Meſſage unto 
them which the Lord had ſent him to 
declare, which was, That he was the 
Light of the World, and that wheſoever 
follow'd him (hould not abide in darkne([s, 
but ſhould have the Liaht of Life z, ana 
that for Fudement he was coms into the 
11 orld ; and that the Prince of this worl3 
micht be judeed, which ſhould come pc: 
im, 
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pi, but has no par? inhim: and that 
beta ha :a formerly hid h's Sjobt m1i:ht 
be bl:nd, and that he thit h a brenllind 
might receive his $i ht. And he did 
many Miracles amoneft them, even 
Raiſing the Dead, cauſing the Lame 
towalk, and the Blind to ſee, and 
te Deaf to hear, and the Leper 
to be clenſed ; and he exhorted them, 

To walk in the Lioht whilft they had he 
Light, that they miohr be the Children 
of the Light , and tht the 7 ſhouli work 
while hey had the Day, for the Night 
ſhould come wherein no man could work, 

And he told even the Scr:bes and Pha- 
riſees, That the Kingdom of Gud 
' came not with Obfervations, that is 
to ſay, Lohere it 15 at this place. Or 
lo there it is at that place, but that 
the Kingd)m of God was nigh at 
Hand. even within thews, and therc- 
fore he often exhorted them to. Re- 

pent, and many times ſpoke torhem 
in Parables, comparing the Kingdom 
of Heaven to a Grain of Mnftaradſced, 
F which 
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which ſhould be ſown 1n the Earth, 
which is the leaſt among many 
Grains, yet it ſhould ſpring up into 
a great Tree, wherein the Fowls of 
the Air might rooſt, and he compa- 
red It to a loſt Groat,which could nor 
be found till the Woman had lighted 
the Candle and ſwept ker Houſe ; 
and he compared it to a certain Zord, 
who went into a far Country, who 
called his own Servants, and delive- 
red unto them his Goods, and unto 
one he gave five Talents, and unto 
another two, and unto another one 
Talent, to every man according to 
his ſeveral Ability, and ftreight-way 
took his Journey, then he that had 
received the five Talents went and 
traded with the ſam2, and made 
them other five Talents, and likewiſe 
he that had received two gained alſo 
other two ; but he that had received 
one, went and digged in the Earth, 
and hid his Lord's Money, after 4 
long time the Lord of thoſe Ser- 
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v-nts cometh, and reckoneith with 
them. and f» he that had received 
hve Talents came, and brought o- 
ther five Talents, ſaying, Lord,#hou 
deliveredſt unto me five Talents, behold 
I have 2ained bi ſides them five Talents 
more; his Lord faid unto him, weft 
aone thou good and faithful Servant, 
thou haſt een faithful over a few things, 
1 will make thee a Ruler over many 
thinss, exter thou into the Foy of thy 
L:ird, and he allo that had received 
two Talents came, and ſaid, Lord, 
tho deliveredſ? unto me two Talents, 
behold 7 have gained other two Talents 
beſides them, and his Lord ſaid unto 
him, Well done thou good and faithful 
Servant, thou haſt been faithful ever 8 
few things, Iwill make thee Ruler over 
many, enter thou into the Foy of thy 
Lord; then came he which had re-- 
ceived the one Talenr, and (21d, Lord, 
Iknew thee, that thou art an hird man, 
reaping where thou haſt net ſown, and 
gathering where thou haſt not frewed,or 
In. afraid, and went and hid thy Ta- 
F 2 lent 
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tent in the Earth, pb there thou haſt 
thit is thine; his Lord an{wered and 
ſaid unto him, Thou wicked and oath- | 
ful Servant, thou knoweſt I reaped where | 
1 [owed mt, and gathered where 1 flrew- 
ed not, thou onobteſt therefore to have | 
pat my Meney to the Exchangers, and 
then at my comin, 1 ſhould have recei- 
ved mine own with Uſury; take there- 
fore the Talent from bim, and give it to| 
him that hath ten Talents, for unto e- 
very one that hath, ſhallbe given, and 
he thall have abwndance , but from him 
that hath not, ſhall be taken away even| 
that which he hath ;, and caſt ye the Un. 
profitable Servant into utter Darkneſs, 
where ſhall be Weeping, and wailing ani 
Gnaſhing of T eeth, And he comPpaip 
red the Kingdom unto Ter Virgin; 
and to many other things, whic 
would {well inte a great Volumn tc 
declare and open the Myſteries thery 
of, 

Now all this was to be found wiri 


Al 
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inman; for there he told them the 
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Kingdom was, . whereunto this was 
likened, and he adviſed them,#s fr:ve 
to enter into the Kinzdom; and told 
them, The Gate w.rs ſfreizht, and the 
way was narrow, which leazs ito tt , 
{ut the Way was broad, the Gate wide, 
that leads into Deſtruttion : yet never- 
thele(s for all this, the god of the 
World blinded their Eyes, and their 
Hearts were ſtill hardened, although 
there were ſome that bore witneis to 
their Faces, whom they had ſent un- 
to Chriſt to ſleek to enſ{nare him by 
Words, and teſtified, That never man 
{pace like unto him, yetfor all this the 
Enmity came to burn the more v10- 
lently in them agaunft himg which 
Eamity aroſe from the Secd of the 
<erpent which lodg'd in them,wher- 
by they ſought Oportunity that they 
might by any Means put him to death 
which was not unknown to him, who 
was the expreſs Imaze of Goa theFather, 
in whoin the Godhead dweltbgdily; 
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'0 that he was the Searcher and Di- 
icerner of the Heart, and by his Light 
he makes manifeſt the Secrets there- 
of ; for he ſaw through the Phariſees, 
who made large Profefſion of God 
the Father, but yet they rebelled a- 
g1inſt the Son of God, whom he had 
ient a Light into the world, therefore 
he pronounced Wo againſt them,cal- 
ling them, Blind Leaders of the Blind, 
a1d Hypocrites, and whited walls, and 
likening them untoPairted Sepulchres, 
which outwardly made 2 fair ſhew,but 
inwardly were full of Rottenne's, 
telling them, that they waſhed the 
Outſide of the Platter, but the Inſide 
remained full of Filthinels, and that 
they piid Tythes of Cummin, Mint 
and Anniſe, when they omitted the 
weightier Matters, even Juſtice and 
Tudoment , theſe are they that in out- 
ward Appearance did walk as to the 
Law blameleſs,yet Chriſt warn'd his 
Diſciples to beware of the Leven of 
theſe great Profeſſors, who did all 
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to be ſeen of Men, they made Zoz 
Pr iyers in the Synagogues, and ad 
the Chiefeſt Place in the Aſſemblies, 
and Greetings in the Market-place, 
and would not keep Company with 
Pe'licans nor Sinners, but cry'd out 
againſt Chriſt, becauſe his Diſct- 
ples did eat with P«'/:cars and Sin- 
ers ; yet nevertheleſs, Chriſt told 
his Diſciples, that unleſs their Righ- 
teouſne(s did exceed the Righteoul- 
neſs of theſe High Profeſling Scribes 
and Fhariſ{ces, they ſhould in no wiſe 
enter into the Kingdom of Heaven : 
and he many times did diſpute with 
thee Profeſlors, who ſate in Xoſes's 
Chair , but they being Carnally- 
minded could not underſtand him, 
becauſe he ſpoke unto them in a ſpt- 
Titual Senſe, therefore what was ſpo- 
ken by him unto them was as Para- 
bles, which they could not under- 
ſtand, and many times his Sayings 
were ſo hard amongſt them, that 
them that believed on him could not 
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underſtand ; for even his Diſciples, 
whereof he had choſen twelve pars 
ticularly unto himſelf, many times 
asked him 1n private, what might be 
the Meaning of what he had ipuke 
to them in publick : And he ſent 
forth many of his Diſciples ro declare 
his Name abroad in the World, and 
that they ſhould publiſh , That 
CHRIST, tl e 44: ſ /as, who was the 
Redeemer of the V\ orld, v hich the 
Prophets propheſied ſhould come, 
that now he is come 4 Light into the 
world, that whoſoever believes inhim 
ſhould no longer remain in Darkneſs ;, 
and he fore-told to them the Deftru- 
ction of their Temple and Temple-wor- 
ſhips, and that he w:s come to put an 
End to it all, and that they ſhould no 
longer worthip him at Fers/a/em,nor 


in the Mount at Saw5r'/4, bur he that 


w1itl worſhip the Father, nuff worſhip 
him in Spirit and in Truth, and that 
ſuch th-Farher ſecks to worbip hims 
and that Gia was and is a Spiri7, and 

L thoſe 
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thoſe that will worſhip him, muff wor- 


ſhip him in Sp:rit azd in Tritth, and 
he told his Diſciples, that he had 
choſen them twelve, and yet one of 
them was a Dev1l, and he fore-rold 
them, that he ſhould be berrayed by 
one of them into the Hands of Sin- 
ners, and that they ſhoujd be all ot- 
fended becauſe of him ; but honeſt- 
hearted Peter, who was one of the 
12. told him from the pure Sin plicity 
that lodged in his Heart, that zhowgh 
they all [bould for ſake hin, yet he would 
zot , but Chriſt ſaw how ſecretly the 
Seed of the Serpent lodged 1n him, & 
ſo anſwered him, that before the Cock 
{bould crow he world deny bim thrice ; 
and he told them, zh the Shepherd 
ſhould be ſnitten, and the Sheep ſhould 
be ſeattered,and that the Chief Priefts 
and Elders ſhould take him by P«ult- 
cy & hale him before the Judgment- 
Seat, that he ſhould (by ea be 
put to Death, and that the third day 
he ſhould rif2ag1in, & that he would 
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go before them into Galzlee, and that 
no Man could take away his Lite, but 
that he laid 1t down that he mighr 
take it upagain; for he had Power 
to lay it down, and Power to take it 
up again, all which came to pats ac- 
cording as he had (21d; for the Enmi- 
ty ſtill aroſe amongſt the Fews againſt 
him from the ſeed of the Serpent, 
which lodged in them, and ciuſed 
them to combine wiih the Chief 
Priefts and Elders, who hired Jad: 
Iſcarri9t, even one of the twelve, to 
betray him into their Hands for thir- 
ty Picczs of Silver, and ſocame with 
a Band of Soldiers, and with a tray- 
terous Kils betrayed him into the 
Hands of Unreaſonable Men, who 
came forth with Pikes and Staves. as 
if he had been a Murderer, whenag 
he daily taught in their Synagogues, 
and diſputed with them in their A(- 


ſemblies, and no Man laid hands up- | 
on him;but now was the Time come | 


wherein the ſeed of the Serpent muft 


| bruiſe | 
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bruiſe his Heel, and he muſt bruiſe 
the Serpent's Head , for he had com- 
pared his Life untoa Corn of Wheat, 
which when it was ſowed in the 
Ground was but one, but when it 
ſprung up it came to be many ;, and 
he ſaid, that the Sox of Man muſt be 
lifted u % and when he was, he jbould 
draw all Men after him , and he told 
his Diſciples, — he wou!d come avain 
unto them, and be with them unto the 
End of the world, and that he would not 
leave them comfortleſs, but he would 
end them the Comforter, even the Spi- 
rit of Truth, which ſhould lead them in- 
to all truth, "and bring «ll things to their 
Remembrance, and that hz Fould COR- 
vence the world of Sin, of Righteouſ- 
neſs and of Fudament , and that he was 


the good Shepherd, that would ay down 
bis Life for the Sheep, and that all the 


reſ® were but Thieves and Robbers, 


whoſe own the Sheep were yot. 
But now, thou that readeſt, do but 


conſider and behold how mightily 


the 
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the Enmity which is placed betwixt 
theſe Two Seeds works In each of 
them one agataſt the other, ice how 
the Seed of the Serpent aritech ro 


 bruile the Seed of the Woman's Heel 


in the Diſciples of Chriſt, and them 
that had believed in him, when 
he was betrayed, and taken and 
bound and ſent away to the Tudg- 
ment Seat, how the Seea of the Ser- 
pent raticd up Doubcings, and Fear, 
and Queſtionings 11 thew, whether 
he were the CHRDF yea or nay, 
whereby the pure Seed of God 1n 
them came as ic were to have 1ts 
Heel bruiſed for that preſent time, & 
they all forſook him,except Peter 0n- 
ly, in whom the Seed of God was 
raiſed up in fom=thing a higher Mea- 
jurc then the relit , but yet 1n the ve- 
Ty time of Tryal, when he came to 
be queſtioned concerning Chriſt the 
Se:d of the Serpent raiſed up in him a 
flavidh Fear, which cauted him to 
deny Chrift, even with Oaths; bur 
thei 
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then the Cock cri. , and he remem- 


bred Chriſt's Words, and he went 
forth and wept bitterly : Now ſee allo. 
the Strivings that were betwixt the 
Two Seeds in Pilate, how from the 
honeſt Simplicity of the Seed of God 
which lodged in him.he confeſſed ,he 
ound no Fault inhim nham they called 
the King of the Jews, but would have 
looſed him from the Bands of Death; 
but yet ſee the Workings of the ſub- 
tile Serpent in him, which raiſed up 
a Fear in him of di{pleaſing the Peo. 
ple, whoſe Mouthes were continual- 
ly opened unto him, crying out, A- 
way with this Fellow, craucifie him, he 
is not worthy to live apon the Earth : 
Now behold what a ſtreight Pzlaze 
was in between two.,cven in himſelf, 
they cryed out, That they would have 
Chrift c-ucified, and Barabas the Mur- 
derer delivered to them, and his Wife 
ſent to him, That he (henld have u9 
hand in the Death of that juſt man. for 
She had been much troubled in a Dream 
CON8- 
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concernin him, and that of God in 
his own Conſcience teſtihed unto 
him, That he was inmocent of the thinss 
where'f he ſtood accuſed !efore him, 
then che Seed of the Serpent role up 
in him, and caujed him to work wic- 
kedneſs in Hypocrilie, and cauſed 
him toc:ll our unto the People, and 
to tzl1l them, that he would not have 
any Hand in the Death of this man, | 
but that his Blood ſhould be upon 
them, and upon their Children, and 
they all cryed outthat it might be fo, 
ſo Pilate cailed for Water, and 
wathed his Hands, and ſaid, That he 
wu innocent, as concerxing the Blood 
of this Fuſt Man ; and ſohe delivered 
him unto them to be crucifhed, who 
formerly had great Strivings in his 


* Body of Fleſh, in fo much that it 


cauſed him to ſweat Drops of Blood; 
ſo likewlſe now upon the Croſs the 
Seed of the Serpent ſo bruiſed his 
Heel whereat hecryed, MY GOD, 
MY GOD, why haſt thou forſaken me? 
but 
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but at his Departing, when he yield- 
ed up the Ghoft, then the Seed of the 
Woman began to riſe to bruiſe the 
Serpent's Head, when the Vail of the 
Temple rent, and the Rocks clave, 
and the Graves opened, and many of 
the Sunts thar had ſept came forth, 
and Darkneſs came over the Earth ; 
then Fear and Dread fell upon the 
Hearts of many, and the Serpent's 
Head was bruiled down in them, ſo 
that they confeſled, that they belie- 
ved, be was the Senof God: And al- 
though they buried him in a ftirong 
Sepulchre,and roiled a mighty Stone 
upon the Mouth thereof, & although 
the chief Prieſts and Elders ſealed ic 
wit h their own Seal, and ſet Souldi- 
ers over it to watch him, leſt any 
Min ſhould fteal him away 1n the 
Night, yet the third Day he roſe a- 
#218, according to the Scriptures, 1n 
ſuch a Miraculous Manner. that the - 
Sight thereof ſtruck Dread and A- 
mazemeat upon the Souldiers, which 

| cauſed 
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cauſed them to for (ake theSepalchre 
and to go and rell 1t to the Chief 
Prieſts and Elders, yer ſee clie Sub- 
tilty of the S2zrpent, how it wrought 
in them to cover the Guilt from the 
ſight of Men, and how ke turacd his 
Head to fave ic from brutiling, in 
cauſing them to glve the Souldiers 
Money, that they might go their 
way and report, Th.it whileſt they were 
aſirep his Friends came and ſtole him 4- 
w.:y from them; yetnevertheleſs he 
appeared unto many after he was r1- 
. ſen fromthe dead; for the Bands of 
Death could not hold him : And the 
firſt which ſaw him afcer his Reſur- 
' rettion was Mary, who ſtood weep- 
ing without at the Sepulchre, and 
Jelus ſaid unto her, Foman, why 
weepeſt thou? mh) ſeekeſt thou? She 
ſuppoſing him to be the Gardener 

{aid unto him, Sir, if thou ha 
born him h:nce, tell me where thou haſt | 
laid him, and 1 will take him awvy, Fe- 
ſus ſaid unto her, Mary, ſhe turned her 


ſelf

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ſelf and ſaid unto him, Raboni, which 


1s to ſay, Maſter, Feſus ſaid unto her, 
rouch aen t, but gs unto my Brethren, 
477 ſay unto them , 1 aſcend unto my Fa- 
ther and your Father, and tomy God & 


your Gods, and Mery Maradalen came 


and old the Diſciples, that ſhe ad 
ſeen the Lord, ani that he had (po- 
ken theſe things unto her; ane now 
tine Seed of the Woman was raiſed 
up mightily to bruiſe the Serpent's 

Head : He afterwards app ared un- 
to his Diſciples at ſundry times and 
Places, bidding them to go and 
preach the Golpel to all Nations; 
& he told them, that he would be with 
them te the End of the world, and com- 

manded them to go to Ternſelem, and 


there ro wait till they ſhould receive 


Power from on high, even the Holy 
Ghoſt the Comforter , Which he had 
promiſed to them before; and he 
rold them. that after the Holy Ghoft 
was come upon them, They ſhould be 
i iineſſes unto him, both in Jeruſalem 
G and

endin Judea, 4nd iz Samaria , 42d 42 
70 the attermoſt Parts of the Earth, 
which accordingly came to paſs, 
when they were met together with 
one accord, on the Day of Pextevoſt , 
for there ſuddenly came a Sound 
from Heaven, as ef a ruſhing migh- 
ty Wind, and it filled all the Houſe, 
where they were fitting, and there 
appeared upon them clovenTongues 
as of Fire,and fate r-pon each of them, 
and they were all alled with the Ho- 
ly Ghoſt, and began to ſpeak with 
Ger Tongues as the Spirit gave 
them Utterance, and there were 
dwelling at Jeruſalem Jews, devout 
men out of every Nation under Hea- 
ven, and now when this was noiſed 
abroad the Multitude came together 
| and were confounded, becauſe that 
eyery man heard them {peak 1n his 
own Language, and they were all a- 
mazed, and marvyailed ſaving one to 
another, Behold, are net all theſe thai 
ſpeak Galile ans, and how hear we ever; 
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1241 11 0Ur own Tongue whereinwe were 


bern, we dv hear them ſpeak in our own 
Tonoues the Wonderful Works of God ; 
and they were all amazed and in doubt, 
ſayin; one to another, what meaueth 
this! Now the Seed of the Woman 
was raiſed up in many of theſe de- 
vout men, and the Serpent's Head 
came to be bruiſed ; but yet there 
were others in whom the Seed of the 
Serpent ruled, which cauſed them 
to mock and to ſay, Theſe mez are 
full of New wine, but Peter was raiſed 
up amongft them by the Power of 
the Almighty to declareunto them , 
the Eternal Truth of God, whereby 
ths Serpent's Head came to be bruiſ- 
ed in many, and the Seed of God to 
be raiſed up, even 1a three thouſand, - 
whoſe Souls were then converted; 
and the Seed of the Woman {till pre - 
vailed more and more, and the Apd- 
{tles went on In the Dread and in the 
Anthority of the Lord,declaring un- 
to the Nations what the Lord had 
G 2 made 
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made manifeſt in them, even by the 
Operation of his Powerful MS & 
they turned People from Darkneſs 
to Light, and from the Power of the 
Serpent, even Satan, to the Pov er of 
God, which was Chriſt i in them the 
Hope of Glory ; and they told Peo- 
ple, that Chrift was in them except 
they were Reprobates ; yet they met 
with ftrong Oppoſitions , even with- 

in them and without them, which a- 
roſe from the Seed of the Serpent, 
but yet they: Ry the Croſs of 
Chriſt to be thePower of God toSal- 
yation. Now do but behold how ſud- 

- denly the Seed of the Serpent came 
to bedeftroyed in Paul, even by the 


Seed of the Woman. who bruiſe? his 


| Head, whobeing a violent Perſecu- 
ter came ſuddenly to be convinced, 

even by the Voice of Chriſt Jeſus 
«he Light of che World,which Light 
ſhined round about him. and he be- 
came Blind to what he had formerly 


Go icen, and that Eyc which formerly 
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was blinded, came robe opened and 
thar Eye which forinerly had been 
opened came to be jthur, and the 
Sales fell trom off them. and that 
Tongue that had formerly beer 
drunk came to ſound forth the Praiſ(- 
es of the Lord in the Declaration of 


Paul, but whole Nations, 6ame to be 
converted unto God, & to be turned 
from Darkneſs unto the Light of the 
glorious Goſpel, and the Sound of 
God's mighty Day went through all 
the Earth; this was a good Day, 
wherein Chriſt warn'd his Difciples, 
that they ſhould work ;, but yet this 
Day was to be darkned ; for Chriſt 
told them, That the Night ſpould come 
wherein no man could work ; for he 
ſaw, that the Seed of the Serpent yet 
lodged in many of them, who then 
profeſſed him, therefore he gave his 


his glorious Goſpel; and not only. 


Diſciptes Warning of them, and tcld 


them by what Signs they ſhould 
know them, which were, That they

hould come in Sheeps Clothing, a fair 
outward Shew, but inwardly raven- 
cd from the Nature of the Sheep, and 
the Wolhſh Nature ſhould lodge in 
them, which would make a Prey of 
the Sheep, and continually ſeck to 
devour them; and this Nature did 
ariſe from the Secd of the Serpent 
which lodged 1n the Hearts of many, 
and came afterwards to work in a 
Myſtery, evenin the Myſtery of Ini- 
quity, and this was the man of Sin, 
which fate 1a the Temple of God, as 
God, and exerciſed himſelf above all 
that 1s called God, which was then 
vailed and not known, except unto a 
few, to whom the Man of Sia came 
to.be.revealed, and the Everlafting 
. Pay of- the Lord came to be known, 
and they came to give forth their Te- 
ftimony from the Seed of God which 
was Tailed up 1n them, that the Ends 
ofthe World were come upon them, 
angthat the latter times were come, 
zercot Chriſt had: fore-warned 
x | them 
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them wherein Ancicl ar:it ſhould 
come, and that he was then in their 
Dayes come; and that there were 
many Antichrifts then gone forth it - 
to the world, which Antichriſts made 
up the one great Antichriſt in Pro- 
ceſs of time, and they declared, that 
the Myſtery of Iniquity did then in 
their Dayes begin to work; and 
that the Form of Godlinels ſhould 
come to be followed, and the Power 


of Godlinels to be den yed : And the 


Apoſtle exhorted the Theſſalonians, 
Not to be troubled, neither by Word, 


tor by Spirit, nor by Letter, as from ut 


that the Day of Chriſt is at Hand: S0 
he declared, rhat there ſhould be a 
Night ; for elſe he had not ( poken of 
a Day to beat hand, which: Night 
was then drawing on, therefore he 
adviſed the afore-(aid Theſſalonians, 
Not to let any man deceive them by a 
Means, as concerning the Day of the the 
Lord ; for that Day thould _ come 
except there came 2 Night, or a Fal- 
G4 | blang 
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ling away hrſt, that the Man of Sin 
m1zht be revealed, the Son of Perdi- 
tion, which Man was conceived 
from the Seed of the Serpent, who 
oppoſeth and exalteth himſelf above 
all that 1s called God, or that is wor- 
ſhipped ; fo that he as God, fitteth 
in the Temple of God, ſhewing him- 
felf that he 1s God, even the&od of the 
wortz, who blindeth the eye of the mind 
of many. And the Apoſtle declared 
unto rhe fore-mentioned People, that 
the Myſtery of Iniquity did already 
work, only he who now letteth 
would let until he were taken out cf 
the Way, & then ſhould that wicked 
one be revealed, whom the Lord 
would conſume with the Spirit of his 


_  Mouth.and deſtroy with the Bright- 
-* neſs of his Coming. And the Apo- 


ftles declared, That Perilows times 


"were at hand, and [houli come, wherein 


men ſhould\ be Lovers of themſelves, 


- more then Lovers of God,and that they 
ſhould be Prowd, Heady, High minded 


men

werds : And Enxchthe Seventh from 
Adam propheſied of theſe, laying,

ned in the Scriptures; but they de-

are Unvodly amon? ff them, of all their 
in 20aty Deeds, wh, ch thry have nigoall- 
ly committed; and of all their Hard 
Speeches, which Unzoaly Sinners have 
ſpoke againſt bim. Now thele were the 
Miniſters of Darkneſs therefore they 
have wrought 1n the dark, & their

the Firſt Day of the Week is the 
yabbath Day, and ought to be kept 
more holy. then any other Day ;

manced by Chrift nor any of the A- 
poſtles.

6thly, They taught the People 
to obſerve Dayes and Ser Times, as 
Chriſt 1245 day, and Children-mas-day, 
and Zinmmwu-d.y, and Cardle-mas- 
day , and Michae''s-mmxi-day, witli 
Eaſter and theirGod Fryday,and theit 
whitſuntiae, and Shroveriae, and tna- 
ny other Sz/rts Dazes, which are te- 
dious ( here) to mention, whereof 

the Scripture makes no mention. 
And they have told the People, 
That Tythes and Offerings are due to 
them,and Ea#er- Reckonings,and XMid- 
'.« ſummer-Dues, and Smoeke-Pennys, and 
\Reek-Pennys, and Money for E295 and 
Gardens, With thiir great fair Hos 
and Glebe- Lands, whereby they, 
their Wives and Families, may live 
even

evenin the Sins of Sodom, which were 
Pride, abundance of Idlenels and 
Fulneſs of Bread. 

Now this, which they call their 
Dues, 1s the very Pillar and Ground 
upon which their Goſpel and Mini- 
{try ſtands; for let this be bur taken 
away ,. and down fall they, with 
their Goſpel and Miniſtry , which 
ſome of them have not been aſhamed 
to geclare 1n publick. 

Now the Scriptnre declares not 
any ſuch thing, nei;her 1s there any 
mention mide of ſuch Maintenance 
to be Compelled from the People to 
mntain them that are the True M1- 
niſters, who are Called and Choſen, 
and ſent abroad from Country to 
Country, and tto.n City to City, to. 
declare the Glorious Goſpel,that the 
Sound thereof might reach even to 
the Ends of the Eurth ; and as they 
received freely, ſo they were to give. 
freely; and into what City ſoever 

they

they came, they were to enquire 
who was worthy, and there to re- 
main eating ſuch things as were ſet 
before them ; for, the Labourer ts 
worthy of þ:5 Meat. 

Now. thou that readeſft, confider 
in thy own Heart ; thinkeft thou 
that the Lord God of Life hath in- 
truſted his Glorious Goſpel in the 
Hands of ſuch Hirelings, as betore- 
mentioned, who would nor declare 
it to the Poor and Needy, whereunto 
itis the Glad-Tidings of Salvation, 
becaute they have not wherewithal 
to ſatisfie them for it? Nay, verely 
nay ; the Lord never intended any 
ſuch thing : ; but he ſent his Prophets 
£0 cry out to eyery one that thirlts, 
that they might come unto the Wa 
zers, and take Wine and Milk with- 
out Money and without Price. And 
Foha witnelles that the Spirir faith 
©ome, and the Bride ſaith Come, 
and whoſoever i is athirſt may come, 
af 
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and take of the Water of Life free. 
ly: And Paul afftirirs, That he did 
not eat any Man's Bread for nought, 
but wrought with Labour and TTra- 
vail, Night and Day, that he mighe 
not be Chargeable to any ; bur he 
commanded, that if any would not 
Work,neither ſhouſd he eat. There- 
tore their Maintenance was not (o 
large, neither did they fit down 1n 
one Place to preach the Goſpe], ſome 
Ten, ſome Twenty and more years, 
and ſo fit at Eaſe 1n Pride and Idle- 
neſs, compelling their Maintenance 
from the People,and making Friends 
to the Rulers & Magiſtrates, having 
their Perſons in Admiration that 
they may have the Advantage of the 
Law againſt the People, that rhey 


"| may have their Goods by V1o- 


lence, and caſt their Bodies into Pri- 
fon, if they Refuſe to pur into their 
Mouthes, to fatisfie their Luſts, as 
thoſe which have ruled in this long 
Might of Apoltacy havedone. But 

| the » 
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the True Apoſtles, who labourcd 
with their own Hands, and travail- 
ed upand down in Hunger and in 
Told, who were counted as Vaga- 
bonds, and not worthy to live upon 
the Earch,by them 1n whom the ſeed 
of the Serpent ruled, they fore-told 
the People, that ſuch Rav ening 
Wolves ſhould come, who ſhould 
make a Prey upon the Sheep , and as 
there had been Falſe Prophets 1n all 
ages before them,even ſo there ſhould 
ariſe Falſe Teachers amoneft them, 
who privily thould bring in | Damna- 

ble Hereſies, even denying the Lord 
that bought them, and bringing up- 
on themſelves ſwift DeſtruQtion,and 
miny ſhould follow their pernicious 
Ways, by reaſon of whom the Way 
of Truth ſhould be evil-ipoken of; 8: 
throughcov etouſnes they thould with 

Feigned Words make Merchandize 
of S People: And they likewiſe 
declared, That in the Latter Times 


there ſhould come Scotters, walking 
afrcy

after their own Luſts,&ſaying,Where 
i the Promiſe of the Lord's Coming © 

for ſince the Fathers fell aſleep all things 
tontinue 45 they were from the begin- 
wing of the Creation: And theſe were 
they w ho had forfaken the rivht way, 
and gone aſtray following the Way 
of Belaan the Son of Poſer, who lo- 

ved the Wages of Unrighteouſnels z 
theſe are Wells wirhout Water. e- 
ven broken Cifterns that can hold no 
Water.Clouds that are carried with 
4 Tempeſt, to whom the Mift of 
Darkneſs is reſerved forever ; for, 
while they promiſe Liberty to orhers. 
they themſelves are Servants to Cor- 
ruption. 

Now, many Years were not to 
be expired before thele ſhould come, 
who were the Antichrifts and the 
Falſe Chriſts , for the Apoſtle Fohs 
declared.that the Latter Times were 
then, even in his dayes, in theſe 
words, laying, Little Chiliren, " | 
| | rye 
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the Laft Time, and 2 ye have heard, 
that Antichrift {bal COme, EVER H0W- 
are there manvy Anti:hriſts, whereby 
we k 2p that it is the Lat Time, they 
went out from us, but they were pot of 
ws 3 for if they hai teen of us, they 
woull (no doubt) have continued with 
As 5 but th e/c wext out that they might 
be made manifeſt 1h.:t th: y were not of 
FARM 

Now, thele Antichriſts were they 
who had been among{t the Apoſtles, 
and in Fellowſhip with them, as to 
Qurtward Appearance, (o that there- 
by they came. to get the Form of 
Godlineſs, but had not the Life nor 
the Power. 

. .--Now, do but behold how ſubtil- 
dy the ſeed of the Serpent came to 
work in them againſt the Seed of the 
Woman, even ſecretly, as in a My- 
Kery, whereby it could not fo eaſily 
\be diſcovered as it had formerly 
+been; fornow It had as it were a 
Co- 
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Covering to hide it ſelf under, e- 
ven the Form of Godlineſs, and a 
Likeneſs of Truth : for choſe Falſe 
Apoſtles went forth from the True 
Apoſtles into the World. and the 
World recetved them, and went af- 
ter them ; fo that in proceſs of time 
the Form of Godlineſs came to be 
followed, and to becryed up in all 
the Earth, and the Life and Power 
thereof .to be loſt and forgotten. 

Now, the Seed of the Serpent 


lodged under the Form or Likeneſs 


of Truth, but could not lodge in the 
Truth it ſelf , for therein lodgeth 


the Seed of the Woman, which 1s 
- to bruiſe his Head ; ſo that under the 


Form and Likene(s of Truth he has 
made Var with the Truth it ſelf 
and where-ever the Seed of God 
hath appeared in any, they have been 
deſtroyed by them in whom the ſeed 


. of the Serpent ruled ; Fohz in his 
: Revelations (aw it all in a Viſion, he 


ſaw that which had whored from 
H 3 God 
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God to make War againſt the True 
Spouſe, and to drink the Blood of 
the Saints and Martyrs of Jeſus 
Chriſt, and tocauſe all (to worſhip 
her) both great and ſmall, rich and 
Poor, high and low, bond and free, 
and to recetyve her Mark, and thoſe 
that refuſed it came to be flain a- 
mongſt them, where Satan's Scat is; 
and now the Glorious Sun was ſet, 
and the Night was come whereof 
Chrift bad fore-warned his Diſci- 
ples, and Truth was as it were ba- 
nifhed from the Earth , fo that in 
length of Time that ſeed that had 
whored from the Life and Power of 
Godlineſs came likewiſe to depart 
from the very Form of Gedlineſs | 
alſo , for the ſeed of the Serpenr 
| hath not any Love to the Form of 
Godlinels, but only becauſe it could 
' not ſo well come (as it were) to eat 
out the Life and thePower any other 
wayes z but now it even departed 
from the Form likewiſe, and came 
; . tO 
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to ſet up Invented Traditions, which 


-1s, to worſhip Saints, ard Images, 


and the like, which is not any part 
of the Form of Godlineſs, but of 
the old Heathexiſh Worſhip under 
which the ſeed of the Serpent for- 
merly lodged, which was to wor- 
ſhip the Sun, Moon and Stars; and 
ſuch like vain things. 

And now, when at any time 
the Lord railed up his Seed in any 
ro bear their Teſtimony againſt the 
Hearheniſh Wayes and Cuftoms of 
Men, and to make manifeſt the Way 
of Truth, according as the Lord 
hath revealed it unto them , then the 
Seed of the Serpeat ariſeth in them 


- in whom 1t rules, and cauſes them 


even to Murder, Deſtroy or Baniſh 


them,according as the Lord permits ; 


and thus hath the Prince of Dark- 
neſs ruled in all this long Night of 
Apoſtacy, ſince the Dayes of the A- 
poſtles,and caus'd Millions of Thou- 
ſands to Le Murdered fer ſatisfying 
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of Luſts, Now. this was a Murde- 
rer from the Beginaing, therefore all 
that croſs his Kingdom will he Mur- 


der and Deſtroy; for, by him the 


Lamb of God was flain, who was 
Dead and 1s alive, and liveth for- 
ever, 

Now, thou that readeſt, do but 
look into thele latter Times, even 
within theſe few Years, and thou 
ſhalt ſee how the ſeed of the Serpent 


hath made a Prey of thoſe in whom 
the Seed of God hath been raiſed ; 


ſee in Queen Mary's dayes, what 
Burning, what Impriſoning, what 
Torturing, was there exerciſed upon 
them who had the ſeed of God raiſed 
up in thera, 8& could notWorſhip the 
Beaſt, in vvhich the ſeed of the Ser- 
pent lodged, nor receive his Mark, 
they rather chuſed to bear all that 
could be inflicted upon them ; ſo 
that by their Means the ſeed of the 
Serpent came again to be diſcovered, 
ſo that he was feign in ſome _ 
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ſure to creep under theForm of God- 
lineis again, whereby to Shelter him- 
ſelf, and to fave his Head irom brut- 


fins.

Now behold rkeWearons © rheſe 
two Seeds; fer as their Natur. s 2re 
Contrary one to the otter, fo hke- 
wiſe are their Weapons ; for the 
ſeed of the Serpent's Weapons are 
C:rnal, and therefore he hith exer- 
ciſed his Tyranny upon the outward, 
flethly or carnal Bodies of them in 
whom the Sced of God hath been 
Faiſed : And the Saints, in whom 
the Seed of the Promiſe hath been 
raiſed, their Weapons are Spiritual, 
and Mighty through God, to the 
throwing down of the ſtrong Holds 
of Sin, and they War not with Fleſh 
and Blood, neither do they any harm 
to mens Perſons, but they war with 
Principalities and Powers, and fpi- 
ritual Wickedne(s in high Places ; 
ſo that when the ſeed of the Serpent 
has exerciſed his Cruc!ty at any time 
H 4 upon 
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ypon their carnal or fleſhly Bodies, 
they have not at any time reſiſted 1n 
the leaſt, bat have born and ſuffered 
all in Patience, knowing that therein 
they were to poſſels their Souls; ſo 
that by their Patience the Serpent: $ 
head hath (many tzmes)been bruiſed, 
whereby they have (as it were) ob- 
rained victory over their Enemies. 
Now look but back ſince the Begin- 
ning of Charles late King of England 
his reign, and there thou mayeſt ſee 
how the ſecd of the Serpent hath 
bezn (by the feed of God) chaſed out 
of one Form into another, and how 
he hath (ſhifted to and fro to ſave his 
Hed from bruifing; See in Charles's 
time how the teed of the Serpent lod- 
ged in the Biſhops and Prelates, and 
how it was drawing out of the Form 
of Godlineſs again into the heathe niſh 
Way of Worlhip but ſee how the 
Lord h:th (then)raiſed up a People.in 
whom his leed was manifeſt, who 
bore their Teſtimony againſt thoſe 
Biſhop's 
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Biſhops and Prelates, in whom the 
contrary ſeed lodged, whocame ro 
be hated, and in icorn and derifion 
called Paritants, and were rendered 
by them (as Separates, Deceivers & 
Deluders) in whom the ſeed ofthe 
Serpent ruled ; for therein lies the 
ſ{ubtilty of the Serpent, to charge the 
Truth with that, which he himſelf 
15 guilty of; ſo that at all times the 
ſeed of God and his eteraal Truth 
bath been perſecuted(by the Serpent 
and his ſeed) under the Name oft Er- 
ror Hereſic and Blaſphemy. So thoſe 
People cameto be impriſoned, fined, 


and many of them baniſhed ; but yet 


ſee how the Judgments of the Lord 
came both upon King, Biſhops, Pre- 
lates and Prieſts,and how the Serpent 
came to have his Head bruiſed in 
them. who raiſed up a Warin the 
Nation,whereby they came to be cut 
off from the Face of the Earth,and all 
ſtood in a tottering, Condition, ſo 
that the ſeed of the Serpent was fain

to endeavour to thelter himſelf un- 
der a more ſmoother Form of Godl1- 
neis then he had done in many years 
before, even under the Presbyt& 1477 
Form: bur then the Lord raiſed up 
his ſeed in a People, who could not 
be ſatisfied under that Form ; for the 
Light, even Chriſt, ſhined in rkem, 
and let them ſee many groſs Errors 
init, and cauſed them to with-draw 
from having Fellowſhip with them ; 
and theſe in ſcorn came to be called 
(by the rude Multitude) depen- 
dants; bur they alſo came ſoon after 
into a Form, ſo that there was a 
ground in them wherein the ſeed of 
the Serpent might lodge, therefore 
it ſoon entered into that Form, and 
likewiſe corrupted it: but then the 
Lord raiſed up his ſeed again in ſorac 
of them, and cauſed them to depart 
from them, out of that Form, and 
to give their Teſtimony againft the 
Errors thereof, which aroſe from 
the ſeed of the Serpent, and theſe 
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came by the rude Multitude to be

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their particulars, and as it is begun 
1n the particulars, ſo likew1ſe it thall 
at length be bruited in the general, & 
the leed that hath long groaned unto 
God ſhall be delivered from under 
the Burden of Opprefſion;tor now aft- 
ter all this long dark night of Apofta- 
cy, which hath been for this 1600. & 
odd years,wherein the Lord has been 
as it were a ſtranger unto the Sons & 
Daughters of Men, ard they have 
lived(as it were) without God 1n the 
W orld. taking pleaſure and delight 
in the vanities thereof, & their foolith 
Hearts have cauſed them to err; but 
now is the Day ſprung trom on high 
even the mighty Day of the Lord, 
therfore the night muſt vaniſh away; 
for the Darkne(s cannot ftand before 
the Brightnefs of his Coming, nur 
before the Gloriouſneſs of his Ap- 
pearance. therefore it 1s time for the 
Prince of Darkneſs to ariſe & to ga« 
ther togerher the uttermoſt of his 
Strength ; for now is his Kingdom 
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tnvaded on every Side, even by the 
Lamb and his Followers, who 15 r1- 
ſen to make War in Righteouſneſs, 
and by patient (uffering thall over- 
come his Kingdom, and bruijte the 
Serpent's Head. Now thou that 
readeft, haſt thou not heard of a Peo- 
ple, who dare not ſwear, not dare 
not tell a Lye, who cannot ftoop nor 
bow their Knees, nor put off their 
Hats in Honour to any man's Perſog 
in the World, and which cannot 
give any vain flattering Titles to 
man, neither can have 'any Fcllaw- 
ſhip with workers of Iniquity, nel- 
ther can they enter into any exceſs of 
Riot with them, neither dare they 
ſpeak any other Language then that 
which the Saints in former Ages 
ſpoke, and ſtand as Witneſles againſt 
all vain Talks and fooliſh Jeſting,and

that many of them were honeft Peo- 
ple, and that their dealing towards 
them hath been honeſt and juſt ? and 
haſt thou not heard, that ſome of 
them have wiſhed, that they could 
live as thoſe People do? and haſt 
thou not heard the People of the 
World report, of what undaunted 
Spirits thoſe People are, who ferr 
not the Frowns, nor the lofty looks 
of the greateſt Potent upon the Face 
of the Earth? and on the other ſide, 
haſt thou not heard the rude People 
of the World, (even Drunkards,
